AVIATOR ACCUSED 
OF STEALING PLANE 


student, Owner in Part of 
Ship, Said to Have Defied 
Sheriff’s Attachment. 


Quick Landis, 739 Newton street 
northwest, a student aviator landed at 
police Héadquarters last night, charged 
with “taking off” in a plane which had 
been attached by a Virginia sheriff for 
an account which W. A. Burdette, pro- 
prietor of Groveton flying field, claimed 
was due him for instruction.

When this was done Laandis says 
that Burdette caused an attachment to 
be issued for the plane: The club 
members consulted among themselves 
and decided to secure the use of the 
plane while legal proceeding were pend- 
ing by posting a bond to cover the 
attachment, which was $1,000. How- 
ever, before this was done it was de- 
cided that a new tail skid was needed 
and several of the club members took 
to the skies on a hop to Baltimore to 
secure the part, Friday afternoon.

Regardless of the vote on the Mc- 
Master resolution the Senate is power- 
less to act in actually revising rates 
until after the House, which has the 
scle right under the Constitution 10 
initiate such legislation, does so. The 
resolution was described as a “threat 
and an attack in the dark” by Senator 
Smoot, who is chairman of the finance 
committee which handles tariff legisla- 
tion. 

Democrats did not join wholehearted- 
ily in support of the McMaster resolu- 
tion, Senator Walsh, Democrat, Massa- 
chusetts, suggesting that it be amended 
to provide merely for a “revision” of 
tariff rates, while Senator Bruce, Demo- 
crat, Maryland, declared he could not 
support a resolution that declared for 
reduction of all tariff schedules. 

Opening the fight for his proposal 
Senator McMaster assailed the conten- 
tion that farmers were protected under 
the present law because most of their 
implements were on the list free of 
duty. He described this contention os 
a “sham and a fraud” and insisted that 
prices for farm implements were con- 
trolled by trusts. 

“An examination of the list of articles 
on which the farmer pays duty,” he de- 
clared, “not Only shows that he pays on 
the necessities of life but on everything 
he uses except on farm implements.” 

Declaring that the present tariff act 
was “conceived and executed in folly,” 
Senator McMaster called attention to 
“the amazing difference in the tariff 
schedules accorded industries and 
those accorded farmers.” He made no 
request, however, for reductions in rates 
affecting agricultural commodities. 

Senator Smoot contended that the 
farmers generally favored high tariffs 
and were not concerned over the de- 
mand for downward revision. 

He declared that the joint commit- 
tee on agriculture appointed by the 
National Conference Board and the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, which he described as “‘two sup- 
posed American organizations,” had 
“deliberately urged a reduction of the 
tariff to help the farmers obtain a 
larger foreign market at the expense of 
the thousands of American industries 
depending. upon the tariff for industrial 
life.” 

During the discussion, Senator 
Brookhart (Republican), Iowa, com- 
mented on what he considered the in- 
equalities accorded the farmers, while 
Senator Borah (Republican), Idaho, 
favored a revision rather,than general 
lowering, declaring that in some cases 
he favored a raising of the tariff rates. 

Senator Walsh (Democrat), Mon- 
tana, called attention to increases in 
the prices of aluminum after the tariff 
act became effective and charged 
again that the Aluminum Co. of 
America held a “complete monopoly” of 
this industry. 

Senator Dill (Democrat), Washington, 
remarked that if no tariff revision was 
contemplated by the administration for 
two years the Democrats then would be 
in power and could make their own 
revision. 

“And God help the country if they 
are,’ Senator Smoot replied. 

“He probably will,” Senator Robinson, 
the Democratic leader, countered.

Five hun- 
dred delegates registered for the open- 
ing session, which was called to order 
by Mrs. Jesse W. Nicholson, of Mary- 
land, president. Mrs. Nicholson deliv- 
fred the “keynote” address. 

The league resolved to throw its sup- 


port to candidates pledged to carry out | 


provisions of the national prohibition 
act, and promised “to place enforce- 
ment in the hands of undoubted 
friends who will enact legislation neces- 
Sary to secure full benefit of the pro- 
hibition law.” 

The delegates further pledged them- 
selves\to a campaign of “widespread 
étucation” regarding so-called “dan- 
gerous conditions” found in present 
“corrupt politics.”

FOR ABORTIVE RESULT 


His Plan to Outlaw Only “Ag- 
gressive Wars’ Shown 
Impractical by U. S. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

While awaiting Secretary of State 
Kellogg's reply to the latest note from 
French Foreign Minister Briand on the 
subject of a multilateral treaty among 


the powers, renouncing war as an in- 
strument of, national policy, diplo- 


as now established: 

First, the Franco-American negotia- 
tions will not lead-to any practical, 
affirmative action by the powers look- 
ing to the outlawry of war or the re- 
nunciation of war as an instrument of 
national policy. 

Second, responsibility for the abor- 
tive result of the negotiations will be 
placed squarely at the doorstep of 
Foreign Minister Briand. 


Victory for Administration. 


Third, President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary Kellogg have emerged from the 
delicate negotiations with a  full- 
fledged diplomatic victory, which is 
being made the subject of comment in 
embassy and legatdon circles as well as 
at the Capitol and elsewhere in official 
quarters where the subject is under- 
stood, 

At the present Juncture, Briand has 
been compelled to assume a defensive 
ttitude toward the counterproposals 
made by the United States at the di- 
rection of President Coolidge. The 
French Foreign Minister, diplomats 
point out, has been maneuvered into a 
position where he has had to back 
away from his own lofty protestations 
respecting renunciation of war policies 
and has been obliged to ask, in effect, 
that the whole altruistic program be 
scuttled by means of the old thread- 
bare expedient of making only “aggres- 
sive war” a matter of internationa 
concern. 

For a nation or for nations to re- 
nounce “aggressive war” is about as 
|meaningless an announcement or re- 
inunciation as can be given considera- 
tion in international diplomacy, it is 
jexplained. No civilized nation today, it 
‘is added, would be willing to go on 
lrecord as countenancing “aggressive 
| war” and the peoples comprising the 
icivilized nations expect their respective 
|governments, as a matter of course, to 
‘at all times renounce aggressive war or 
jany suggestion. of it. It is always the 


oo threaten to wage aggressive war and 


matists here regard the following facts | 


“other nation or nations” which wage | 


the government of. every nation invari- | 


hee characterizes the war it proposes to 


wage as a righteous war of defense and 
;never a war of aggression. 


Easy to Call Foe Aggressor. 


So the Briand formula, as one diplo- 
mat expressed it, is somewhat similar 
to an action of a magistrate in binding 
& man over to keep the peace excepting 
in cases where he feels like breaking it 
Nothing is s{mpler, it is emphasized 
here, than for a nation to view a po- 
tential enemy as an aggressor and then 
proceed to carry out any program which 
national requirements may seem to dic- 
tate. 

The various formulas for determining 
which nation is and which nation 1s 
not an aggressor are not taken seriously 
here. 
natural way to deal with this phase of 
the problem, it is pointed out, would 
be by reference of any dispute to the 
League of Nations. Theoretically, it is 
admitted that this procedure would at 
least have a rational bearing because 
every dispute between nations must. be 
judged by the particular facts and cir- 
cumstances involved in that particular 
dispute... But as the United States is 
not a member of the league and has 
shown no readiness to submit matters 
of vital American concern to foreign 
tribunals the means of determining the

Called Shrewd Diplomacy. 


When Briand first sent out his feel- 
ers to the United States relative to a 


Franco-American treaty to outlaw war, 
the suggestion was at once looked upon 
here as a piece of delicate and shrewd 
diplomacy. France’s refusal to adjust 
her foreign debt with the United States 
and the French government's declina- 
tion of Coolidge’s invitation to the 
Geneva naval armament limitation con- 
ference had made some spectacular 
maneuver of French diplomacy more or 
less necessary, tuuless France was will- 
ing to wildly accept the unfavorable 
situation as it then existed. 

At first, the United States Govern- 
ment delayed and was cool to the Bri- 
and proposal, But when Briand pressed 
the matter and advocates of the 
Briand plan began their appeals to the 
sincere pacifists of both countries, it 
became obvious that the American Gov- 
ernment had to handle the problem 
with great care and delicacy. To have 
bluntly refused to carry out diplomatic 
conversations about the plan would ad- 
mittedly have been a serious diplomatic 
blunder. It would have given Briand 
the chance to claim that he sincerely 
desired the outlawry of war and had 
done his utmost to bring about genu- 
ine results of incalculable benefit to 
world peace but had been frustrated 
by the nonreceptive attitude of the 
United States of America. 


Basis for Discussion. | 


President Coolidge and Secretary 
Kellogg therefore accepted Briand’s 
Suggestion as a basis of discussion. 
The United States, it was explained to 
France, could not sign a treaty to ab- 
solutely outlaw war because, under 
the Constitution, the power to make 
war. vests in the Congress and the 
treaty-making power is unable to re- 
nounce a power given by the Constl- 
tution to the Congress. The United 
States could, however, join with 
France jn stating a readiness to re- 
hnounce war as an instrument of na- 
tional policy. In other words, the 
United States and France could make 
antiwar declarations which, backed by 
public opinion, might have consider- 
able weight, though not binding. 

But it was clear to the State Depart- 
ment here that such a pact between 
France and the United States woulda 
be out of harmony with the relations 
which America desires to have with the 
ther powers, France would be in a 

ecial privileged position so far as the 
United States was concerned and some- 
thing resembling a Franco-American 
alliance would spring up, much to the 
advantage of France, but not to the

HGH COURT TO REVIEW. 
WIE-TIPING CASES 


Supreme Tribunal Decided to 
Make Wide Inquiry Into 
Prohibition Practice. 


MANY APPEALS INVOLVED 


(Associated Pre->.) 


Reversing its former position, the Su- 
preme Court announced yesterday that 
it would make a sweeping inquiry into 
wire-tapping in connection with prohi- 
bition enforcement. Previously the 
court had refused to review cases in 
which wire-tapping was involved. 

It explained that its purpose was to 
determine whether evidence obtained 
through listening-in on private tele- 
phone conversations could be used in 

rohibition prosecutions without vio- 
ating the constitutional rights of the 
persons on trial.’ 

Out of the prosecution of 90 persons 
at Seattle, Wash., for conspiracy to vio- 
late the prohibition laws arose three 
separate appeals based on the conten- 
tion that the evidence obtained through 
wire-tapping methods had been unlaw- 
fully used by the Government. The 
lower courts had held that private tele- 
phone conversations obtained through 
wire-tapping was properly admissibie 
as evidence. 


The Supreme Court refused to re- | 
view the cases, and subsequently re- 
fused to reconsider its actions in two of 
them. In acting yesterday upon the 
third petition for reconsideration the | 
court decided to go thoroughly into the | 
question. | 

It was contended by those convicted | 
that the tapping of private telephone | 
lines by Federal prohibition agents as a 
means of procuring evidence had be- | 
come a common nuisance and that! 
eventually the highest court would be 
required to pass judgment on such | 
practices. It also was asserted that the 
refusal of the Supreme Court to pass 
on the subject would encourage prohi- | 
bition agents to greatly extend their) 
wire-tapping operations. |

Stories Told of Courage Under 
Withering Fire Before 
Capture of Quilali. 


SANDINO NOW BELIEVED 
TO BE LURKING IN MINE 


Has Rescinded His Law Pro- 
viding Death Penalty for 
Liquor Venders. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Jan, 9 (A.P.).— 
Citations for gallantry revealed today 
that American Marines had lived up 
to the best traditions of the corps 
famous for intrepid fighting. The 
citations told of personal courage under 
withering machine gun fire when the 
Marines captured Quilali, stronghold 
of the rébel Gen. Augustino Sandino, 


|} on December 30. 


Sandino, the self-styled “wild beast 
of the mountains,” is now believed to 


be lurking in a mine three miles from 
El Chipote. A bodyguard of 50 picked 
men and 4 boys, who have been spe- 
clally trained to shoot at his request, 
surround him. 

The rebel leader, whose official 
documents bear a seal showing a rebel 
soldier beheading a Marine, is ready 
to escape through Honduras or down 


the Coco River to the Caribbean, if 
hard pressed. 
The 33-year-old general, who for- 


merly was a clerk in an American mine 
which he captured and destroyed, has 
rescinded his law providing the death 
penalty for the man that sold liquor 
and the burning of her property for 
any woman found guilty. 


Many Are Cited. 


Six officers, two noncommis-ioned 
officers and seven privates of the 
Marines and three Navy pharmacists’ 
mates were cited for gallantry in 
action in the capture of Quilali by 
Col. Louls Mason Gulick, commanding 
the Marines in Nicaragua. Three 
Nicaraguans, members of the national 
guard, also were cited. 

Severely wounded early in the battle, 
Capt. Richard Livingston, U. S. M. C., 
remained on the field until the last of 
the wounded were removed, heedless 
of his own safety, the citation said. He 
was in command of the combat expedi- 
tion. 

“Unusual willingness” was shown by 
Second Lieut. John E. Hemphill, Nica- 
raguan national guard (first serg- 
eant, U. S. M. C.), in giving his life as 
& member of the advance party. His 
body was riddled by the first burst of 
enemy machine gun fire. 

. Second Lieut. John L. Neel, national 
guard (corporal, U. S. M. C.), dis- 
played personal courage of the highest 
order. Wounded and unable to handle 
& weapon, he stuck to his position as a 
member of the advance party. He made 
his way forward to look out for the 
welfare of his men and to get ammuni- 
tion forward to his guns. Due to his 
alertness the enemy’s position was dis- 
covered and a great loss of life averted. 


Disregarded Own Life. 


Sergt. Otto N. Roos, U. S. M. C., led 
a section of the advance guard, which 
received a withering fire from a con- 
cealed enemy machine gun about 50 
yards directly to the front and enemy 


rifle fire on the flanks that resulted 
in a@ number of killed and wounded 
during the first few minutes. He was 
hit by two machine-gun bullets which 
were deflected by ammunition in his 
belt and only inflicted slight wounds. 
When the advance machine gun ran 
out of ammunition, Sergt. Roos, with- 
out orders and with utter disregard of 
his own life, made his way along a 
narrow trail which the enemy raked 
with fire from three sides, procured 
the ammunition and brought same to 
the advance machine gun, thereby dis- 
playing courage and gallantry which 
greatly assisted in sustaining the 
morale of the advance guard. 

Private Charles E. Turner, U. S. M. 
C., was seriously wounded in the first 
burst of machine gun fire. After re- 
gaining consciousness he crawled to a 
position to fire on the enemy and con- 
tinued to fire until he fainted from 
pain and loss of blood. 

Private Herbert D. Lester, U. S. M.

Private George Rackerman, United 
States Marine Corps, fired his machine 
gun with one hand and assisted ®*in 
holding an ammunition mule with the 
other. 

Private Victor C. Hughes, United 
States Marine Corps, kept up a heavy, 
well-directed fire in face of enemy ma- 
chine gun fire from the front and rifle 
fire from the flanks. 

Pharmacist’s Mate Weldeb C. Cale, 
United States Navy, traveled back and 
forth along the column under heavy 
fire to bring dressings from the rear 
and render first aid to the injured. 

Pharmacist’s Mate. Harry A. Rooney, 
U S. N., administered first aid to the 
wounded in face of heavy fire disre-

Lieut. Merton A. Richal, of Minneap- 
olis, who was wounded January 2 when 
leading reinforcement to Quilali and is 
invalided here, was paid high tribute by 
his soldiers. With one eye shot out he 
carried on. His soldiers said it was one 
of the greatest acta of heroism they

GOVERNMENT FIRE HAZARDS. 


Fire in the document building of the Govern- 
ment Printing Office gerves to emphasize the 
necessity of providing protection for Fed- 
eral property standing within the District of 
Columbia. Although the damage done was rela- 
tively slight, amounting to only some 810,000, 
had the fire occurred at any other time than 
during a holiday many employes would have 
been placed in danger. It was only through 
the efficient activity of the District Fire De- 
partment that a greater damage toll-was not 
taken. 

Several days ago, following the fire at Boll- 
ing Field that destroyed more than $400,000 
worth of Government property, the District 
fire marshal called attention to the fact that 
since February, 1921, seventeen fires have 
occurred on Army and Navy reservations in the 
District, causing damage totaling approximate- 
ly $1,116,000. “‘The storing of valuable sup- 
plies and the operation of various shops in 
cheaply constructed buildings of frame or sheet 
metal construction constitutes a grave fire haz- 
ard,’’ said the fire marshal’s report. “It is re- 
quested that the attention of the officials of 
the Army and Navy be invited to these condl- 
tions and that they take steps toward the elim- 
ination of the fire hazards cited by the erec- 
tion of substantial and strictly fireproof build- 
ings having fireproof walls, floors, partitions, 
stairways and roof, and that buildings contain- 
ing large supplies be provided with automatic 
water sprinkler systems.

The document building of the printing of- 


fice, of brick construction, was erected in 18709, 
During the last fifteen years it has been con- 
demned by fire inspectors and described as 
a fire trap several times. It is filled with musty 
old documents, paper and other inflammable 
materials and houses also the carpenter shop, 
machine shop, blacksmith shop and the postal 
card presses. During the week some 800 em- 
ployes are occupied therein. The attention of 
Congress has been called to the fire- hazard 
existing in the old building, and a request has 
been made for an appropriation with which to 
erect a new building. At the last session Con- 
gress granted this request. 

No time should be lost in providing a mod- 
ern fireproof building to house this important 
division of the printing office. A similar con- 
dition exists, however, for other governmental 
activities -within the District. The Mall de- 
velopment program, when completed, will 
éliminate many of the present unsafe struc- 
tures, but others will be left at the mercy of 
fire. The least that should be done is the im- 
mediate installation wherever the local fire 
marshal deems advisable of modern automatic 
sprinkler systems. 


MORE BUGS THAN EVER. 


Some idea of the enormous appetite of the 
bugs of the United States may be gained from 
the figures which the Department of Commerce 
makes public on the production of insecticides, 
For the year ended on August 31, 1927, 19 
companies operating 22 plants in various 
parts of the country, which are estimated to 
have produced two-thirds of the output of 
insect poisons, reported the manufacture of 
43,186,665 pounds of substances designed to 
be fed to the voracious insects. Of the ton- 
nage 18,715,563 pounds was calcium arsenate, 
18,728,054 pounds was lead arsenate and 
5,743,048 pounds was Paris green, the latter 
being the basis of the breakfast food of the 
Colorado potato beetle, commonly known as 
the potato bug. 

It seems incredible that if there was used 
during the year more than a half pound of 
bug poison for every man, woman, and child 
in America, trillions of bugs should survive. 

It was asserted before the Senate committee 
on agriculture some years ago that the thrifty 
farmers of Massachusetts who were employed 
to aid in the destruction of the gypsy and 
brown-tailed moths carried branches contain- 
ing nests of the insects to remote. places, not 
up to that time infected, in order that there 
might be a new crop of bugs and plenty of 
work for themselves. Can it be possible that 
somebody is breeding bugs for profit? 
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THE AUTOMOBILE ERA, 


The total number of automobiles, including 
Passenger cars, business cars and trucks, regis- 
tered in the United States on the Ist of Janu- 
ary was 23,226,191. which was an increase of 
5.5 per cent over the figures of January 1, 
1927. From a percentage basis this was a 
smaller showing than for any year since 1918, 
but in actual increase in number of cars the 
gain was unprecedented, the total exceeding 
the number registered a year ago by 1,655,000. 
- Seven States showed registrations exceeding 
#,900,000. They were New York, 1,953,280; 


California, 1,714,986; Ohio, 1,592,500; Penn- 


sylvania, 1,574,518; Mlinois, 1,440,281; Michi- 
gan, 1,150,000, and Texas, 1,106,793. 

~ Only four States—New York Pennsylvania, 
‘California and Ohio--increased their number 
by more than 100,000 each. Arizona, Colo- 
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South Carolina, South Dakota. Vermont, West 
Virginia, Wyoming and the District of Colum- 
bia showed a larger gain in numbers during 
the year 1927.than during 1926, while Arkan- 
sas and Florida showed losses. Florida had 
7.815 fewer cars at the end of the year than 
on January 1, 1927, | 
The number of registrations in the District 
of Columbia was €@26,351 as of January 1, 
1928, as compared with 111,497 one year 
earlier. Now that the war of the manufac- 
turers may be said to have started we may 
expect the gain in the number of cars owned 
in Washington at the end of the year will 
exceed the 14,854 which were added to the 
personal property tax list during 1927.

AN AMERICAN WATLING STREET. 


The project of an all-American highway ‘0 
connect the northernmost districts of Canada 
with the southernmost tip of South America is 
one which can not fail to grip the imagination. 
The plan, as it now stands, is, first. to link up 
a main highway system of Canada with 4 
similar one in the United States. The latter 
will run to Laredo, Tex., where it will connect 
with a road at Nuevo Luredo, on the northert 
frontier of Mexico. Thence the great advance 
- into the south will begin. The highway will 
run through Mexico, on through Central Amer- 
ica, down through Colombia, on into Ecuador, 


until. it reaches Puerto Montt—a distance, in 
all, of 7.966 miles, equal to'that of the earth's 
diameter, 

The task is not so difficult as it would appear 
at first glance, because even the most back- 
ward of the Central and South American re- 
publics along the route have already a con- 
siderable mileage of highroad, much of which 
can be merged into the main artery. More- 
over, with increased economic prosperity and 
trade facilities, the smaller republics are en- 
tering into a period: of expansion for which 
adequate communication, by land as well as 
by @ea, is the chief. requisite. This their 
statesmen clearly perceive and they will un- 
questionably stand ready to cooperate toward 
that end to the fullest extent. At the Fifth 
International Conference of the Pan American 
| Union, held at Santiago in 1923, a resolution 

was passed calling for a general highway con- 
ference, Which was held in this city the fol- 
lowing summer. It led to the organization of 
the Pan American Federation for Highway 
Education, In which nineteen Latin-American 
countries were represented. In 1925 a second 
highway conference was held at Buenos Aires. 
Those who are inclined to wonder just what 
practical results the Pan American Union does 
| accomplish, have here a concrete example. 
| In all likelihood, the enthusiasm which has 
everywhere attended Col. Lindbergh’s tour 
through Mexico and Central America wil) lend 
new impetus to this proposed link between the 
North and the South. Its completion is ear- 
nestly to be wished, for nothing could make for 
better understanding between this country and 
its neighbors than a “‘broad highway” through 
them all. 


HARD ON DRY 


AGENTS. 

The Prohibition Bureau has just issued a 
new manual of instructions to officers and 
agents in the field. Violation of any of its 
provisions may bring about dismissal from the 
service, 

Prohibition agents always have had a manual 
to guide their activities, and it is reasonable 
to suppose that from time’to time it would 
stand in need of revision. The new instruc- 
tions, however, are more stringent than any 
that have yet been promulgated. Agents, for 
instance, are strictly enjoined from permitting 
their opinions or pictures appearing in the 
newspapers. “An officer,” to quote the 
manual, “should avoid newspaper publicity and 
self-advertisement.” This is one of the fea- 
tures of the dry agent’s job that, in the past, 
made it appealing. From now on another 
order rules. 

The manual says further: “The borrowing 
of unreasonable sums of money is prohibited. 
Any borrowing of money by officers in con- 
nection with their work, persistent refusal or 
habitual neglect to pay their necessary per- 
sonal or family expenses, without sufficient 
reason, will be regarded as cause for disciplin- 
ary action or removal from the service.” In 
the good old days opportunities must have 
been numerous to violatesthe spirit and letter 
of such a provision. Again a rule has been set 
up caiculated to make the prohibition agent’s 
job less attractive. 

But this is not all. ‘Prohibition agents,” 
Says the manual, “are reminded that they are 
to maintain a courteous bearing.’’” Once upon 
a time the possession of a prohibition agent’s 
credentials gave an individual the right to run 
roughshod over his fellow men. Courtesy 
could be swept aside with impunity. The agent 
was king. unto himself. Brutal intimidation 
was employed as a club for blackmail. 

The Civil Service Commission prepared such 
a stiff examination for would-be rum chasers 
that only a small proportion of the applicants 
could pass muster. Now the powers that be 
get out a new manual depriving their fleld 
agents of what have always been their natural 
due, the small things that made a “‘revenuer’s”’ 
life worth living. What will be the end? 


THE LASKER FOUNDATION. 


Albert D. Lasker, war-time chairman of the 
United States Shipping Board, and his wife 
have created the. Lasker Foundation for Medi- 
cal Research with an initial endowment of 
$1,000,000. ‘ Research !s to be directed toward 
establishing the causes, nature, prevention and 
cure of degenerative diseases. The foundation 
will function through the medical department 
of the University of Chicago, 

Commenting upon the nature of the work 


Dr. F. C. McLean, of the university’s medical 
department, pointed out that science during 
the Jast 300 years has increased the human 
life span from 30 to 60 years. The man of 
50 today, however, can expect to live no longer 
than could the man of 50 a century ago. 
Modern medicine has applied itself to the 
diseases of childhood and ‘to infectious diseases, 
as a result of which in 100 years the average 
life expectancy at birth has doubled. There 
has. been little. concerted attack on the degen- 
erative diseases, however. Today heart disease 
leads pneumonia, the next most frequent cause 
‘of death in this country, by more than 100,000, 
and has established a rate of 199.9 for every 
1,000 deaths. —

THE MODERN PARCHMENT. 


The Deputy Commissioner of Fisheries re- 
cently informed the House committee on appro- 
priations that the filleting and wrapping of 
fresh fish, especially cod and haddock, in 
parchment paper has given the New England 
fisheries a tremendous spurt. Thus conserved, 
the housewife can dish up a bit of seafood as 
easily as a beefsteak. Some idea &f the value 
of the method may be gathered from figures 
submitted to the House committee. The catch, 
which, between 1920 and 1925, averaged 170,- 
000,000 pounds a year at New England ports, 
jumped to 238,000,000 pounds in 1926: during 
the first ten months of last year it was already 
23,000,000 pounds ahead of the 1926 total. 
Haddock landings alone were about 30,000,000 
pounds in excess of the corresponding catch in 
1926, 

Thus does the noble parchment, so famed 
in tale and history, come into its own again 
in a practical, if more lowly, manner. The 
manufacture of paper from rag and wood pulp 
in modern times by cheap and easy process has 
hitherto relegated the aristocratic parchment 
to the perfunctory duties of serving as ma- 
terial for college diplomas and formal testi- 
monials. But, like aristocracy the world over, 
it has at last been drawn from its lofty orbit 
and sucked into the swirl of modern efficiency. 
Truly, the times are strange. The head of 
the proud House of Braganza, a former King 
of Portugal, now raises chickens; the nephew 
of the Queen of England has just entered a 
bond house; and many a Russian noble whose 
ancestors were wrapped in sable and emeralds 
now dusts off the table and pulls out the chair. 
So it is, perhaps, only to be expected that the 
splendid “withered parchment hide” should 
now suffer the odor of fish to come betwixt 
the wind and its nobility. 


THE SHAKESPEARE MYTH. 

“This was the most unkindest cut of a!l,” 
or words to that effect, is what one might 
imagine the shade of Shakespeare exclaiming 
in the Elysian Fields, as Bacon, with great 
but cruel and malignant glee, drew his at- 
tention to George Moore's latest play, ‘‘The 
Making of an Immortal.” Whether this play 
is meant as a serious contribution the 
Bacon vs. Shakespeare controversy, or is 
merely a jeu d’esprit nonchalantly dashed off 
out of pure deviltry, does not appear, but the 
effect is the same, namely, to make Shake- 
speare look ridiculous as a jackdaw dressed in 
others’ feathers. 

The method of approach this: In the 
fall of the year of grace, 1599, Queen FEliza- 
beth is somewhat perturbed by the perform- 
ances of a play called “Richard the Second,” 
not because she particularly dislikes it, but 
because it has a good deal to say about the 
dethroning of a monarch, a subject on which 
she has been rather sensitive since the bu'l of 
deposition of 1570 and the formidable attempt 
of the Spanish fleet, known as the Invincible 
Armada, in 1588. The play purports to have 
been written by one William Shakspere, but 
that name means nothing to the queen, who 
suspects that her favorite, the Earl of Essex, 
is the author, and that he had “a traitor'’s 
intent in the writing of it."” Now Bacon knows, 
as only he can know, that Essex had no hand 
in the composition of the plece. but he is 
alarmed by Elizabeth’s curiosity and, casting 
about for means to allay it, takes council with 
Ben Jonson. Between them, they hit 4ipon the 
expedient of presenting to the queen as the 
author an actor in Burbage’s company, whose 
name, ‘‘Shakespeare,”’ is like enough to that 
given in the bill to enable it to pass muster. 

The actor, a plain, blunt man, who pro- 
fesses to be no poet and to have no ambition 
heyond acquiring a moderate competence on 
which to retire to Stratford and live on his 
rents, is at first scared when asked by the two 
schemers to personate the writer of ‘‘Richard 
the Second” and other plays in an interview 
with Elizabeth, but at length consents. Eliza- 
beth accepts him in that role, and then throws 
him into consternation by commanding him, 
who knows he can write nothing, to write a 
new play showing “the fat knight in love.” 
He can, of course, do naught but accept the 
commission, but is relleved of his apprehen- 
sions later when Bacon and Jonson assure him 
that they will ‘‘take the play over.” Shakespeare 
has his vanity and, as the queen had called 
him “‘England’s poet,” he determines to live 
and die in that character. Thus, according to 
George Moore, was created the great Shake- 
speare myth. 

Aside from the fact that the chronology is 
somewhat askew, it is exquisite fooling, but it 
will deceive no one. Nobody, not even George 
Moore,, has yet succeeded in deposing Shake- 
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is

Since keen conflict, makes for vivid 
drama, Sidney Howard's play, “The Si!- 
ver Cord,” is drama intense and pul- 
sating with life; though at times it 
descends to the level of debate—forensic 
oratory, however, over one of the most 
interesting subjects in the world,

To work out the theme of his play— 
that the natural, if not the super- 
natural, cord binding mother and off- 
spring never quite loses its hold—Mr.

Phelps—and of all the masterful por- 
trayals that have been seen recently in 
these provinces, this is it; notwithstand- 
ing the fact that last evening Miss 


Crews worked under the handicap of in- 
disposition brought on, no doubt, by 
the weather; in short, a cold, 

This Mrs. Phelps in the Howard play 
may be argued out an unnatural 
mother... Then, again, she may be 
branded a mother of type; for, un- 
doubtedly, there are mothers who thus 
cling everlastingly to the souls of their 
boys; boys who are tied to apron 
strings, boys who never become nien. 
So,a pretty picture of innate manhood! 
That Laura Hope Crews has created a 
character here comparable with many 
of the great in fiction is proved by the 
avalanche of hate she heaps upon her 
motherly head; a universal dislike for 
the woman topping off a thrashing 
evening in the theater. 

“The Silver Cord,” a severe study of 
a question that may creep into the 
lives of young women, is expository 
drama in its true sense. 
ment, Miss Crews is surrounded by 
four sterling young stage people—Miss 
Pamela Simpson, really superb as the 
jilted flancee; Jack Livesey, the coddled 
darling who jilts her; Ted Emery, jr., a 
perfect picture of indecision, choosing 
between his bride and his mother, and 
Vera Allen, the adamant young wife, 
about to be a mother, who flings the 
gauntlet into the face of tradition and 
the older generation, and let’s it go at 
that.

The remainder of this .neasles story 
deals with the wide experience with 
measles of Dr H. J. Spencer, who works 
in New York hospitals for measles. He 
has some views which parents should 
know about 

He. thinks children with measles 
should be kept in a very light, airy 
clean, warm and well ventilated room. 
He says: “Plenty of light does no harm 
and helps greatly.” However, he does 
not let the bright light shine directly 
into the eyes. 

No one with a bad cold or any nasal 
discharge should be allowed to come 
into the room where a measles child is. 
The child is likely to catch a cold, or a 
pneumonia, or some suppurative proc- 
ess from such a visitor. Parents, 
nurses, and doctors with colds, coughs, 
and nasal discharges must keep away 
from measles cases, 

Parents and nurses .nust not sleep 
in the bed or near to measles cases. 
Two children with measles must not 
sleep in the same bed.

Constantinople, Turkey, Jan. 9 (A-P.). 
The flamboyant Oriental gestures, 
shrugs and wild arm wavings of the 
Turkish Republi’s year-old corps of traf- 
fic police are believed to be partly re- 
sponsible for Constantinople’s alarming 
number of traffic accidents.

Shares Increase in Value. 


Aggregate market value of 100 stocks 
advanced 33.7 per cent during 1927 to 
reach a total of $23,048,082,000 at the 
closing December 31, compared with 
$17,229,158,000 on December 31, 1926, 
according to a compilation by Frazier 
Jelke & Co. This is a net gain of 
$5,818,924,000 for the twelve-month 
period, 

At the same time brokers’ loans, as 
reported by the New York Stock Ex- 
change, have advanced 34.7 per cent, 
from $3,292,860,255 on December 31, 
1926, to $%4,432,907,321 December 31 
1927. 

In addition to the price gains ac- 
counting for this record enhancement 
in stock values, a 12'%4 per cent increase 
was recorded in the volume of out- 
standing shares included in the 100 
stocks. On January 1 the analysis 
embraced 238,694,000 shares, compared 
With 212,322,000 a year ago. 

The greatest net gain was made by 
the twelve motor stocks which ad- 
vanced 67', per cent during the year, 
reaching an aggregate value of $3,551,- 
808,000. Most of this increase was ac- 
counted for by the rise in General 
Motors. 

The group of 30 rails declined during 
the final quarter from the high aggre- 
gate value of %5,597,218,000, reached

Southern Railway Structure to 
Be Used for a Time by 
the Government. 


The conference report on the Elliott 
Mall triangle bill was adopted by both 
the House and the Senate yesterday, 
and’ all that now is needed to make 
the bill a law is the signature of Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 

The bill, which authorizes $25,000,000 
for purchase of all private property in 
the Pennsylvania avenue-Mall triangle, 
was passed by the House before the 
Christmas recess, and by the Senate 
shortly after the recess. The Senate, 
however, tacked o> an amendment au- 


thorizing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to raze private buildings as soon as 
they are acquired. When the bill was 
sent back to the House, Representative 
Blanton, of Texas, objected, and the 
measure was turned over to six House 
and Senate confreres They approved 
the bill and the amendment. 


Black, of Texas, Objects. 


When the conference report was 
called up yesterday by Representative 
Elliott, of Indiana chairman of the 
Housé public buildings committee, 
Representative Black, of Texas, ob- 
jected to the Senate amendment be- 
cause it would result in the tearing 
down of the Southern Railway Build- 
ing at ‘Thirteenth street and Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. A hali hour of debate 
followed, which ended with a demand 
for a roli-call vote on the conference 
report. 

The report was adopted by a vote 
of 278 to 63. An how later the Senate 
also adopted the report. 

Representative Black, in objecting to 
the Senate amendment, said that the 
Southern Railway Building was one 
of the best office buildings in Wash- 
ington, and he didn’t think it should 
be torn down. Representative Lan- 
ham, of Texas, told him that the build- 
ing was not going to be torn down 
right away. He said that the Federal 
Government would use it as an office 
building until some of the proposed 
new Government buildings had been 
erected in the triangle area. The Fed- 
era] Governmnet, he said, would be 
hard pressed for office space and would 
undoubtedly have to rent several pri- 
vate buildings. 


Cooper Defends Commission. 


Representative Black also criticized 
the Fine Arts Commission, declaring 
that it requires public buildings to 
have many “ornate and useless” fea- 
tures. Representative Cooper, of Wis- 
consin, defended the commission. 

Representative Blanton, of Texas, 
said he understood that the Postoffice 
Building, at Twelfth street and Penn- 
sylvania avenue, was going to be torn 
down, and he announced that he was 
opposed to such a step. The “ostoffice 
Building, he said, was one of the most 
picturesque in Washington. Repre- 
sentative Elliott reminded him that the 
triangle bill had nothing to do with 
the Postoffice: that it was drawn up 
for the sole purpose of acquiring pri- 
vate property.

PUBLICITY IS DISCUSSED 


Demands for more superior teachers 
in the schools and universities are be- 
ing made throughout the country to- 
day as the result of a movement by 
the Parent-Teacher Agsociations, Presi- 
dent Cloyd H. Marvin of Gsorge Wash- 
ington University declared last night 
at a dinner in the Burlington Hotel, 
which formally opened the sessions of 
the publicity institute of the District 
Congress of Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tions.

| The District Commissioners yesterday 
|notified Representative Frederck N. 
|ZihIman, chairman of the House Dis-

‘opposed to the Rathbone bill to con- 
vert Ford’s Theater into a National 
| War Memorial Museum and Veterans’ 
| Headquarters at an expense of $100,000 
if any portion of the expenditure is 
| to come from District funds. The Com- 
missioners’ letter is otherwise noncom- 
|mittal, offerng no further opposition 
te payment by the Dstrict. 


It is proposed in the bill to alter 
and repair the old theater building to 
house the Oldroy collection of Lincoln 
relics and other relics and to be a head- 
quarters for the Grand Army of the 
Republic. Col. U. 8. Grant 3d, who 
would have charge of the museum 
under the terms of the Rathbone bill, 
favors the project and says the District 
would not have to pay any part of the 
expense. The Commissioners’ only 
comment, in their letter to Zihlman is 
as follows: 

“Section 2 of the bill provides an 
authorization of $100,000 to carry out 
its purposes but does not indicate from 
what funds this proposed expenditure is 
to be made. The Commissioners would 
object to the proposed measure if any 
portion of this expenditure should be 
chargeable to the revenues of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.”

Wood Introduces Bill for 
Warehouse to Be Erected 
Near Navay Yard. 


DISTRICT WOULD PAY 
RENT FOR SPACE USED 


Measures Bearing on Capital 
Filed in Senate by Fess 
and Capper. 


Construction of a huge warehouse 
near the Washington Navy Yard for the 
storing of supplies for the Federal and 
District governments is proposed in a 
bill introduced in the House yesterday 
by Representative Will R. Wood, of In- 
diana. 

The bill authorizes an appropriation 

of $1,750,000, and provides for a fire- 
proof warehouse with 400,000 square 
feet of floor space. Although no de- 
tails are given in the bill, it is under- 
stood that tentative plans call for @ 
building six or eight stories high and 
covering about an acre or an acre and a 
half of ground. 
In the warehouse would be stored 
the millions of dollars worth of sup- 
plies that are purchased annually for 
the Federal and District governments 
by the general suppy committee. It is 
specified in the bill, that the Distrct 
Commissioners would be required to 
pay rent for whatever space is used by 
the local government. 

Plans for the warehouse would be 
drawn up under thet direction of the 
director of public buildings and 
grounds, and the building also would 
be placed in charge of this official. 

In the Senate, Senator Capper, of 
Kansas, chairman of the District com- 
mittee, introduced ‘a new bill to stamp 
out “diploma mills” in the National 
Capital. It provides that only institu- 
tions which are approved by the Board 
of Education may award diplomas. 
Senator Copeland, of New York, has in- 
troduced a bill having the same aim.’ 

Senator Fess, of Ohio, introduced @ 
bill already intrdduced in the House 
proposing the creation of a new com- 
mission to carry out the plans for ex- 
tending to Capitol grounds to Union 
Station. 


Elizabeth Shea Will 
Contest Is Settled 


The contest over the will of the late 
Elizabeth Shea, who left an estate 
valued at about $500,000, has been set- 
tled out of court, according to an an- 
nouncement yesterday by Attorneys 
Lambert & Yeatman, who appeared for 
William H. Shea, nephew of the de- 
ceased, and his sisters, Mary E. Shea, 
Roselle Elder and Anna M. Dunan, who 
attacked the will. 

By the terms of the settlement these 
heirs will receive in addition to the 
legacies of $1,500 each, one-half of the 
share they would otherwise have re- 
ceived had not the deceased left a will. 
The residuary legatees under the will 
are Mary C. Shehan, a niece, and Ber- 
nard J. Shehan, a nephew. 


Taxi Driver Cleared 
In Collision Death 


Charles A. Ross, taxicab driver, who 
was indicted on a charge of man- 
slaughter in connection with the death 
of Francis B. Sheridan on October 29, 
1926, was found hot guilty yesterday by 
a jury in Criminal Court, Chief Justice 
McCoy presiding. Ross was the driver 
of the cab which collided with an au- 
tomobile in which Sheridan was riding. 

. The machines collided near Randolph 
place on North Capitol street. Sheridan 
was thrown through the windshield. 
His juglar vein was cut by the glass. 
He was riding in an automobile driven 
by Policeman Ralph Knapp, of the Sec- 
ond precinct. Ross contended that the 
street was wet and that his cab skidded 
when he attempted to stop it. Attor- 
ney L. A. Widmayer appeared for him.
